"Peace on earth, good will to men." Let this, sink into 


the hearts of all Americans in carrying out the just pleadings 
of the Prince of Peace, and as an encouragement of our own, 
and the representatives of other nations now assembled and 
engaged in the endeavor to bring about this most desired con- 
dition. Pennsylvanians have much to be thankful for, and 
should be glad to practice the precepts taught by self-sacrifice 
for the good of others, by making personal efforts to benefit 
the neighbor and in helping to conserve resources and the 
preservation of precious lives. 


Too often the Christmas season, which should be an oc- 


casion of unmixed cheer, becomes a time of tragedy in many 
households because of death or serious injury by fire. The 
highly inflammable evergreen trees and decorations, or cotton. 
beard of a thinly'disguised Santa Claus, frequently ignite from 
a lighted candle or match, and serious results ensue. It also 
increases the fire hazard, and releases the insuring company 
from liability for loss unless there is a special stipulation cover- 
ing such hazard. 


Full sway has usually been accorded children during this 


festive season and unfortunately there have been many in- 
stances recorded where sorrow has resulted through accidents 
that were preventable had ordinary precautions been taken 
against the use of inflammable material for decorative purposes 
and also from permitting the use of matches. 


Make this holiday happy by adopting stringent precaution 


against the possibility of fire. Make it so by caution and the 
avoidance of carelessness in handling tree and other decora- 
tions. Flimsy decorations should never be used; they have 
been the cause of much sadness and numerous deaths. 


Many entertainments will be given in homes, churches, 


schools, bazaars, stores and many other places where crowds 
will assemble. See to it that no decorations other than those 
t>? r»oTi-inflammable nature are used. 
Avoid as you would a 


pHg-ue the use of light inflammable decoration^ or material; 
thf > make easy and quick fires. Under no circuai&tances allow 
decorations of any kind to be placed near gas jets. 


Where possible electricity only should be used for lighting1 


trees or for decorative purpose, and the wiring should be done 
by a competent electrician. If impossible to obtain electricity, 
and candles are used under no circumstances permit th* 
children to light or re-iight the- candles. 


Do not use paper or cotton for decorative purposes. You 


invite fire by doing so* 
Use only metallic^ tinsel or asbestos 


material. 


See that the tree is firmly fastened to the floor so that 


children cannot pull it over. 


Do not permit the use of mechanical toys that require 


alcohol, gasoline or other dangerous oil to operate them. 


Do not allow the use of cotton beneath vthe tree to give 


the appearance of snow. If the appearance of snow is desired, 
use jnineral wool asbestos; it will not b'urn and gives a better 
effect than cotton.

The Yuletide .season is, and by all rights should be, a time 


of joy and gladness. It is looked forward to year by year, 
and hearts should not be saddened at this time by the destruc- 
tion of0 homes or injury to loved ones through carelessness and 
neglect. 


Have merriment and plenty of it and avoid mourning byi 


sensible precaution. 


WATCH YOUR BOY 


Now that the Christmas season is upon u» once again the 


indiscriminate cutting and slashing of Christmas trees by the 
irresponsible boys of the community in the adjacent woodlands 
has begun, and the owners of these woodlands are up in arms 
over it, and who can blame them? 


Parents should see to it that their boys keep out of the 


woods at this time and if they do not attempt to break up this 
practice some of them will have to pay dearly for it. 


The State Forest law provides a fine of $25 for the cutting 


of any growing tree and long suffering property owners here- 
abouts propose taking advantage of that law and will prose- 
cute Christmas tree cutters to the limit.
